It  may  not  be  improper  to  remaric  for  the  more  perfect  under- 
standing of  this  comnumication,  that  of  tiiese  sums  there  is  quar- 
terly forwarded  to  th«  Treasurer  of  the  Slate  the  sum  of  ^600, 
which  is  by  hiin  i>aid  to  the  Judges  under  (he  act  of  182S.  The 
amount  received  from  Insohent  Estates  as  above  stated  will  be 
considerably  diminished  hereafter,  inasmuch  as  (lie  rate  of  per 
cenium  was  reduced  by  the  act  of  1841,  chap.  271.  The  amount 
accruing  in  the  years  mentioned  in  this  statement  is  dependent  in 
a  great  me;tsure  upon  Insolvencies  between  1835  and  1841. — 
There  being  hut  few  of  these  cases  remaining,  the  sum  to  be 
hereioafter  derived  from  that  source  will  be  considerably  smaller 
than  heretofore. 

Tiie  sum  received  under  the  act  of  1841  for  the  year  1S44,  is 
larger  than  usual,  because  within  this  year  some  two  or  three  cases 
have  be-'^.n  disposed  of  on  the  Chancery  Docket  which  yielded  a 
<'nn;-:idernblo  sum.
